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ABSTRACT 

The 1983 annual report o£ Washington's statewide test 
o£ £oijirth grade basic skills achievement is presented in this 
document. Both state level and district-by-district results arc 
reviewed. The £irst section o£ this report presents the overall 
result^ £or the 48,000 £ourth grade students who were administered 
the baSic battery o£ the Cali£ornia Achievement Test (CAT) in October 
1983. Tiie results £or selected special student subpopplations are 
also reported. The second section provides summaries o£ the test 
£indings\£or each district in Washington and categorizes the results 
by number o£ students tested. St^dent achievement analysis includes: 
(1) subtest results (reading, voc^rkmlary , reading comprehension); (2) 
content domain items (literal comprehension, interpretive 
comprehension); and (3) category objective results (recall o£ £acts, 
in£erred mi^aning). The state testing program measures achievement in 
reading, spelling, language, and mathematics and does not include 
other discipline areas nor attitudinal £actors. Limitations o£ this 
testing program are presented as well as summary statements on 
performance analysis in each content area. (ML) 
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INTRODUCTION ' • ^ 

RCW 28A.03.360 requires the Washington State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to administer and report annually the results of a statewide 
test of fourth grade basic skills achievement. The annual reports must 
include both state level and district-by-district results. This is the 
eighth annual report of the Washington State testing program. 

The first section of this report presents the overall results for the over 
48,000 fourth grade students who were administered the basic battery of the 
California Achievement Test (CAT), Level 14, Form C in October 1$83. The 
results for selected special student subpopulations are also reported. The 
second section of the report provides summaries of the CAT results for each 
district in Washington that tested fourth grade students. 

The results contained in this report have several notable limitations. 
Some of those limitations are as follows: 

I. The state testing program measures achievement in reading, spelling, 
language and mathematics as defined by the items on the CAT. Many 
other subjects such as science, music, history, foreign language and 
art, are not included; neither are such areas as citizenship, study 
habits, nor attitudes toward self and others. Most school districts 



emphasize these in addition to reading, spelling, language and mathe- 
matics and districts should take every opportunity to provide specitic 
information about achievement or growth' in these 6ther mportant 



areas 



The 1983 Washington State testing program, described in th\s report 
tested only fourth grade students. Conclusions about the quality ot 
the educational program in an entire school district or a state cannot 
be properly made^ from the results of one test, given at one time to a 
single grade level. 

The fourth grade tests ar6 administered in October of each year and 
therefore, reflect the accumulated achievement of students m grades 
K-3 as well as entry level performance on fourth grade objectives. 
A complete picture of fourth grade achievement 'would require testing 
again in the spring. 

All of the scores reported are average scores based on the performance 
of groups of students. Even the lowest-scoring group has some high- 
achieving students. Similarly, the highest-scoring groups have a 
portion of low-achieving stadents. 

Many factors influence students' performance or the quality of an 
educational program. Any analysis of student performance or program 
quality should consider many factors including objectives, costs and 
local priorities as well as student achievement. This report contains 
only a small portion of the information required to determine program 
quality. 



SECTION I - State Level Results 

s 

The state level results for the California Achievement Test (CAT) are 
reported in two ways: median national percentile ranks and percentages of 
students scoring in each of the four norm group quarters on each^ subtest 
and subtest total. 

Because the raw scores (numbei^ cor; ect) on standardized achievement tests 
are difficult to interpret, several alternative scores^have been derived. 
One such score is the percenti le rank which describes^^e relative posi- 
tion of a student within a particular group of students. The group of 
students with which the student is compared is called the norm group. When 
a'; the norm group is a national sample of students the percentile score is a 
national .percentile rank. A national percentile rank indicates the per- 
cent of students in the national sample the individual student's score 
exceeded. For example, if a Washington student has a national percentile 
rank of 63, this indicates that the student's score on the test exceeded 
the scores of 63% of the students in the national norm group. 

National percentile ranks can also be used to describe a group's per- 
formance such as all fourth graders' in a particular district or the entire 
state. In this instance the score of the median (middle) student in the 
district or state is compared with the median student in the national, norm 
group by converting his or her raw score to a national percentile rank. 
This score then becomes the local or state group's median national per- 
centile rank. For example, the middle scoring student's ra\ score in the 
district or state may have a national percentile rank of 62 which indicates 
that he or she exceeded 62% of the students in the national norm group. 
Since this middle student's score exceeded only 50% of the students' scores 
in the district or state group, this means that 50% of the students in the 
district or state had scores higher than 62% pf the students in the 
national norm group* 

Table I provides the state median national percentile ranks for each of the 
subtests and subtest totals on the 1983 administration of the CAT. Table 1 
ij[^c^^des a second method of describing the state level results. The 
national norm group scores were divided into four equal groups jir- quarters: 
the first (percentile ranks 1-25), the second (percentile ranks '26-50) , the 
third (percentiles ranks 51-75) , and th^ fourth (percentile ranks 76-99) . 
In the national norm group, 25% of the students scored in each of these 
quarters. If the students in Washington perform like those in the national 
norm group, 25% of Washington scores will be in each of the quarters. The 
two middle quarters are generally considered to be the "average" range of 
achievement for groups of students. 

In Table 1, the percentages of Washington students scoring in each of the- 
norm group quarters at^e reported for each of the CAT subtests and subtest 

totals.

The results in this " table indicate that compared with the national norm 
group, Washington's scores are consistently high. The complete state level 
Evaluator's Summary for the 1983 fourth grade test results is included as 
Appendix A. 
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Specific Subtest Results, 

The CAT surveys students in seven basic skill areas. These areas are 
tested by separate subtests within the total battery. This section of the 
report focuses on the performance of Washington's fourth graders on each of 
the CAT subtests. 

Reading Vocabulary 

Vocabulary knowledge is important for understanding concepts and verbal and 
written communication. Level 14 of the CAT focuses on three general areas 
of vocabulary skills: v;ords with the same meaning, words with opposite 
meaning and multimeaning words. Words of the same or opposite meanings are 
tested by placing the "stimulus" word in a phrase and asking the student to 
select the word with the same (or opposite) meaning from a. group of four 
words. Words with mul timeanings are tested in sentences where context is 
important to determine the intended word meaning. 

There are 30 items on the reading vocabulary subtest and Washington 
studento answered an average of 68% correct compared to an average of 58% 
correct for the national norm group. 

Reading Comprehension 

< 

Reading comprehension includes word recognition and word meaning skills; 
but these decoding and vocabulary skills are only a means to comprehension. 
Successful reading comprehension requires the dtudent to attach meaning to 
the broader sentences and concepts which make up a reading passage. 
Reading comprehension on the CAT is divided into literal, intarrretive and 
critical comprehension. Literal comprehension concerns what is actually 
stated in a passage — the recognition and recall of facts. Interpretive 
comprehension requires students to determine (infer) what is implied in a 
passage. Such skills as identifying mair^ ideas, drawing conclusions, 
recpgnizing cause and effect relationships, analyzing characters and 
interpreting figurative language are included in interpretive comprehen-- 
sion. Critical comprehension tests students' skills in evaluating and 
making judgments about what they read. Separating fact from opinion or 
recognizing when important information is missing are some of the other 
skills rested in critical comprehension. ^ 

There are /»0 items on the CAT reading cc** rehenoion subtest. On the 
average Vfashington' s fourth graders answered 59% of the items correctly 
compared with 51% correct in the national norm group. 

Spelling 

The items on the CAT spelling subtest are organized arounH. sounds-s/mbols 
(phonemes^graphemes) and the structural units of word*', (morphemes). The 
items emphasize the frequent errors that occur within each category. 
Spelling problems are tested in the consonant group anti the vowel group, as

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well ^8, the structural or morphemic units cf words. The test items 
consist of underlined words presented in sentences. Students choose the' 
incorrect word from three underlined words or if there are no misspellings 
they select the answer choice '^none". ? 

Washington's students answered an average of 62% of the 20 items on the 
spelling test correctly cotnpaied with 5S% correct in the norm group. 

Language Mechanics 

The language mechanics subtest consists of ?5 items testing capitalization 
and punctuation skills . The ten ca.iitalization items ask students to 
decide which of four underlined wordj in a sentence .requires a capital 
letter. Each sentence also contains an alternate choice of "none" if no 
word requires a capital letter. The 15 punctuation items require students 
to determine which onre^'oT^ four punctuation marks irtcluded in a sentence is 
required. Agaitt the choice "none" is provided if no additional punctuation 
is required* , ' 

Washington students answered 58% of the language mechanics items correctly 
compared with 52% correct in the norm group. 

Language Ercpressi'o n 

The language expression subtest of the CAT focuses on the ability to apply 
language skills in written work. Gtudents do not write in the teut, but 
students must recognize the appropriate use of such writing concepts as 
3ubject^verb agreement, modifying and transitional worub or phrases, and 
complete, incomplete or run-'on t^entences. Students' knowleclge of parts of 
speech such as pronouns, nouns, adjectives and adverbs used In the context 
of sentences is also tested. 

A third language expression area requires students to arrange related 
sentences in a logical or appropriate sequence based on the meaning of the 
group of sentences. 

Of the 38 items on the language expression subtest Washington students 
answered 70% correctly compared to 62% correct in the norm group. 

Mathematics Computati on 

The CAT contains a sampling of computation skills commonly taught at the 
fourth grade level. Items inc/lude problems requiring the addition, 
subtraction, multiplication and Vivision of whole numbers, fractions, 
mixed numbers and cJecir»als. Common ^rorg in computation are incorporated 
into the alternative answer choices, thus adding a . diag.iost ic dimension to 
the computation subtest* 

There are 40 items on the mathematics computation subtest. Wt^shington ' s 
fourth graders aver^pged 46% of tVie items correct compared- with the norm 
group's 44% average coi-'xect. 
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Mathematics Concepts and Applications 

The concepts and applications subteet of the CAT tests a broad range of 
mathematics skills with emphasis '^n concepts and their application rather 
than on isolated facts. The objectives measured in this^ subtest include 
numeration, number theory, number sentences and number properties. 
Generally, the items test the students • k^wledge of the symbols and words 
that represent numbers, the organization fof these symbols and rules that 
govern these symbols. Other items in the CAT mathematics concepts/ 
applications subtest focus on geometry, measurement, graphs and functions. 
All items have four possible answer choices with a fifth choice, "none of 
the above" to discourage uninformed guessing. The Washington fourth 
graders answered correctly an average of 55% of the A5 concepts and 
applications items compared with 49% correct for the norm group. * 

Appendix B of this report contains the complete Right Response Summary 
Report for the 1983 fourth grade CAT administration. 

. Results of Selected Subpopulations 

Tables 2-6 compare the CAT results for selected student subgroups with the 
total, fitate results. Classroom teachers were asked to provide specific 
information on each student tested. The number of students reported in 
each of the tables may not reflect the actual numbers of students in the 
subgroup. Some students, for a variety of reasons, did hot take all of the 
tests; and in rare cases individual answer sheets could not be completely 
scored. 

There are definite differences among the various student subgroups and the 
subtest scores — especially when . compared with the^ total state results. 
However, the test results only highlight the difTerences, they do not 
explain the causes. Some of the percentage figures may not total 100% due 
to round irt^gv.^ 

Table 2 compares 1,224 students who have been formally diagnosed as handi- 
capped but who spend most of the school day in a regular classroom with 
students not diagnosed as handicapped. Table 3 summarizes the results of 
1,625 students whose first, or native, or home language is not English. 
Table 4 shows the differences in results between 4,286 regular Chapter 1 
students and the total state results. Table 5 contrasts the results 
between 469 Chapter I-Migrant students and all others. Table 6 shows the 
results of 2, 666 students in Remediation Assistance Programs compared 
with all other fourth grade students.

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SECTION II - District Level Results 



In addition to reports of the atate level test results, RCW 28A.03.360 
requires that summary data be reported for each district participating in 
the fourth grade testing program. This section provides district-by- 
district summaries for reading, spelling, language and math totals. 

Tables 7 and 8 provide the numbers of districts whose median percentile 
scores were significantly higher, about the same as or lower than the 
national median percentile ranks of 50 for i**ch of the subtests on the CAT. 
Table 7 includes the districts that tested 50 or more students.

Test scores are estimates not exact measures of achievement t and the 
percentile score of any individual or group tested will vary up or down 
with each repeated testing. The amount of normal variation in a group's 
percentile score on the CAT will depend on the number of students in the 
group and the CAT subtest being considered. Table 9 lists the normal range 
of percentile scores for selected group sizes and GAT subtests.

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Tablo 9 can be used to determine whether a local percentile score differs 
significantly from the national median percentile of 50 or the median * 
percentile scores of other groups tested. To use the table, locate the 
column with the closest lower number corresponding to the number of 
students tested in the local group. Read down the appropriate number 
tested column and locate the figure opposite the subtest of interest. This 
figure is then added to the local median percentile score if it is less 
than 50. The figure in the column is subtracted from the local median ^^ev - 
centile if it is larger than 50. If the resulting percentile score is 
still smaller (or larger) than 50, it can be reasonably concluded that the 
local score differs significantly (statistically) from the national median 
percentile rank of 50. The same process can be uaed for analyzing 
differences between district and state results or results between any two 
or more groups on the same subtests. In this case a confidence range needs 
to be determined for each group score being compared. Xf these score 
ranges do not overlap, the scores are significantly different. 

T^e proximate 95X confidence ranges listed in Table 9 were used in 
constructing Tables 7 and 8. ' 

The Percent or Number of Students Per Quarter provides another point of 
comparison with the national norm group. These distributions show clearly 
that there is a range of student performance from high achievement to low 
achievement \n every district.. The national norm distribution contains 25% 
of the students- in each quarter. The accompanying district summaries 
display the' percent or number of local student scores in each of the 
quarters. 

The local district distributions may vary from the national norm pattern. 
Whether or not this variation is statistically significant is more diffi- 
cult to estimate than it is for the median national percentile ranks. The 
significance of the variationet depends primarily upon the numbers of 
students being testeu. Generally the more students tested, the smaller the 
variation required for a significant difference. Conversely, when few 
students are tested, large differences may not be significant. 

Results For Large and Small Districts 

The results for districts testing 50 or more students are reported 
separately from those districts testing fewer than 50 students. Results 
for the larger districts are reported in percentages of students in each 
norm group quarter. Results for the smaller districts are reported in 
numbers of students in each norm group quarter. No results are reported 
for districts testing fewer than ten students.
